PEACE DELEGATES NOW BUSY 


Last Minute Action by Dictator Gives 


N«w Hap* of Success of Mediation. 
Carrahza Representative Likely to 
Be Admitted to Conference Under 
Favorable Terms. 


Washington, June 9.—Despite the 


fact that Huerta, through the Spanish 
ambassador in Washington, officially 
notified the Uulted States that lie 
would not blockade Tamplco, officials 
here -ire forced to believe that the 
Mexican dictator baa again got the 
better of them. 


Navy department officials,said that 


the entire scheme of sending the gun- 
boats to Tamplco waa a trick on the 
part of Huerta to trap the United 
States Into sending the United States 
ships Tacoma and Sacramento with 
them. 


Then at the last moment the block- 


ade order officially announced was 
rescinded without giving reasons for 
BO doing./ The administration was 
jubilant over the receipt of this news 
until it was pointed out that the con- 
tinuance of the mediation proceedings 
at Niagara Falls was by no means as- 
sured. 


Had it been necessary for the Unit- 


ed States to use force or the presence 
of a preponderant force to insure the 
landing of the arms from the steamer 
Antllla, due at Tampico Wednesday, 
it would have been a violation of the 
armfstice between the Huerta and the 
United States governments and would 
have completely disrupted the nego- 
tiations at Niagara Falls. 


It was pointed out to administration 


officials, though, that the continued 
presence with the federal gunboats of 
the United Stutes ships on their cruise 
from Puerto Mexico to Tampico could 
be construed as an unfriendly act, in 
rlew of the announcement of the 
United States that Tampico would be 
maintained by them as an open port 


Administration Relieved. 


Following the announcement official 


Washington enjoyed considerable re- 
lief. It had seemed almost inevitable 
that an armed clash would occur be- 
tween the federal ships and the Maj-o 
squadron, which would unquestionably 
destroy all hopes of peace through 
mediation. 


From the activity shown by the me- 


didators In bringing Huerta to terms 
it Is evident that they are determined 
to welcome the participation of Car 
ranza in the Niagara Falls conferences 
on almost any terms that the latter 
chooses to dictate. Consequently, re 
gnrdless of the preliminary assurances 
which passed between the mediators. 
the United States and Huerta to the 
effect that efforts would be made to 
arrange an armistice, it seems now al 
most certain that if Carran^a specifies 
that there shall be no armistice as be- 
tween the federals and revolutionists 
no attempt will be made to force him 
to agree to one. In the same way it 
would seem that the mediators are 
prepared to accept his specifications 
that there shall be no definite agree- 
ments regarding the solution of Mex- 
ico's Intel nal affairs. 


It is uon assumed that the furthest 


the mediators will attempt to go in 
this direction is to "suggest" to the 
future government of Mexico the ne- 
cessity of carrying out reforms in in- 
ternal administration. 


President Wilson at his conference 


with the newspaper men admitted that 
he had received news of Huerta's 
countermanding of the order for the 
blockade of Tampico He added that 
he could not comment on the "matter.

Niagara Falls, Out., June 9—-Long 


code messages exchanged between the 
Mexican delegates and General Huer- 
ta confirmed the report that the dic- 
tator had called off his blockade. 


Au offlc-lnl roply from General Car- 


ranza as to his participation in the 
peace parleys Is still awaited. In view 
of the semiofficial statements there is 
little hope that the Constitutionalists 
will come in nithont further negotia- 
tions. 
Hie position of General Car- 


ranza is a puzzle to the mediators. 


They believe it is distinctly to Car- 


ranza's interest to Join the conference 
and that a speedy settlement could be 
reached and Carranza elected presi-l 
dent in the general elections if he 
would but agree to terms and send a 
representative to Niagara.

EVIDENCE OF LAW VIOLATIONS 


Applications of Smith, 
Mullen and 


Wood & Figart Refused—Court Al- 
so Refuses to -Reopen Hearing of 
Casey and Griffith Cases In Cur- 
wcnmvllle. 


Judge Bell Monday handed down 


decisions refusing liquor licenses to 
Wood & Figart, at LaJose, E. J. 
Smith and George Mullen, at Gram- 
pian and refusing a rehearing 
to 


Dorsey Griffith and Thomas F. Casey 
at Curwensville. The court also di- 
rected that indictments, charging tE. 
J. Smith and George Mullen, of Gram" 
pian, with alleged violations of law 
be issued, provided the remonstrants 
petitions the district attorney to take 
such action. Attorney Oscar Mitchell 
will communicate with the remon- 
strants as to what action they desire 
shall be taken. 


The LaJose Case. 


In the case of Wood & Figart, of 


LaJose, the court says: At the origin- 
al hearing of this! case evidence of 
violations of the law was presented, 
and the court deemed a proper one 
for trial at the quarter sessions and 
so directed. 
The case was not heard 


because of the absence of witnesses, 
but at a hearing later the evidence 
showed that sales of liquor had been 
made to minors sales in quantities 
greater than is. permitted to retailers 
and in one case not only a violation 
of the law but a clear intent to evade 
it. Evident intention to either violate 
or evade the law are without excuse. 
This license is refused. 


The Grampian Cases. 


In the cases of E. J. Smith and 


George Mullen both of Grampian, the 
court made similar decisions in both 
cases, as follows: 


And now, June 8, 1914, It is order- 


ed that an indictment charging E. J. 
Smith (and George Mullen) with vio- 
lation of the criminal law of Pennsyl- 
vania by selling liquor to 
men of 


known intemperate habits and to men 
visibly affected by intoxicating 
li- 


quor, shall be presented to the grand 
jury at the September session, 1914, 
if request so to do is made of the dis- 
trict attorney or attorney of record. 


The Curwensville Cases. 


The court's decision in the Curwens 


ville cases embraces both Dorsey Grif 
fith and Thomas F. Casey, the appli- 
cants for a rehearing of their peti- 
tions for license. Among other things 
the court says: 


The hearings in these cases closed 


on February 27, evidence of the man-j 
ner in which liquor was sold being 
taken. 
Very strong remonstrances 


were filed against these applicants by 
citizens, alleging no necessity for a 
liquor license in the town. Griffith 
presented nothing but his formal peti- 
tion. 
On March the court refused 


the license. On April 6 the petitioner 
filed petition for a reconsideration 
and presented it to the court, and also 
a petition signed by 305 persons, citi- 
zens of Curwensville, and by 190 non- 
residents. 


Of the 305 signers of the petition 


69 are not on the registry list of the 
borough. They may be electors, but 
the proportion is remarkable 
and 


bears strongly on their knowledge of 
the past and present conditions. 
Of 


the 190 names of non-residents there 
are a few duplicate signatures, 37 
are of persons remote from the lo- 
cality and 91 are also signers for a 
rehearing of the petition of Thomas 
F. Casey. 
• 


About Equaly Divided. 


The court has examined the papers 


and finds that 209 registered voters 
signed the remonstrances, of which 
21 ask to withdraw as to Griffith, 
leaving 188, and 55 new names were 
added, making 243. The petition of 
Griffith is signed by 236 registered 
voters, and it is noticeable that on the 
petition and remonstrance the names, 
signed as voters but not registered 
are practically equally numbered. 


The Casey petition is signed 
by 


208 registered voters and about the 
sanie number of other persons. In a 
matter of this sort the petitions of 
non-residents can be given but little 
weight. 


The cases were properly decided on 


tbe evidence and the law before the 
court, and having been so decided 


are to be treated as any other judicial 
matter. 


No Decided Scbttaent. 


It cannot be said that them is 


shown any decided sentiment in Cur- 
wensville for or against applicants, 
and on the question of necessity local 
opinion is based more on a desire of 
the parties for or against than upon 
facts. Following the rulings made IB 
other cases where such a division ap- 
pears, these petitions practicaly de- 
feat each, other. 


The intention of the law is that li- 


cense matters shall be heard and end- 
ed. There is nothing in toe act of 
assembly that expressly (rants the 
power to reopen the case. 
Sock pow 


er is denied by the remonstrants, and 
whether it exists or not it should net 
be exercised except where some rea- 
son so to do clearly appears. These 
petitioners ask the court to exe,r- 
cise this extraordinary power on the 
showing of practically equal strength 
among the voters of Curwensvile, 


Opinion, Not Facts. 


Not a single fact is avered in the 
petition of Griffith except the opin- 
ion of the petitioners and their state- 
ments that the conduct of bar has 
been uniformly good. 
The Casey pe- 


tition is somewhat stronger in its 
averments, but nothing 
is 
shown 


which affects the public at large, ex- 
cept that the applicant has permit- 
ted the use by the public of a barn 
and that this is a great convenience. 
It is not the intention of the law that 
licenses shall be granted to enable 
certain accommodations to be furnish 
ed free, and this point, while doubt- 
less having weight with the petition- 
ers, is not a, legal reason for the ac- 
tion prayer for. The burden is upon 
the petitioners to show why these cas 
es should be reopened, and this ques- 
tion is to be dealt with on the same 
lines and under the same rules as ap- 
ply in other judicial decisions. 


Not Swayed by Sentiment. 


Had there been a showing of strong 


local sentiment greatly prepondering 
or had a large proportion of the orig- 
inal remonstrants 
asked that the 


hearing be reopened, the court might 
have been justified in so doing, but as 
the cases stand the petitioners have 
not shown any legal cause to justify 
rehearing. 


With great respect for those citi- 


zens of Curwensville who ask that 
this be done, it must be said that the 
court is not granting or refusing li- 
censes as a matter of personal selec- 
tion, but upon the evidence present- 
ed. Petitioners must be in court and 
they cannot take their chances on the 
decision being against them and then 
come in afterward with a petition for 
a rehearing. 


The applications of Dorsey Griffith 


and Thomas F. Casey for a rehearing 
are refused. 
The application of E. A. Graham for 
a license for the hotel at Mahaffey, 
application for which was refused to 
W. E. Schrader, was heard before 
Judge Bell Monday. The evidence in 
this case was heard and the court re- 
served its decision. The remoatrants 
in this case deny the necessity for an- 
other license at Mahaffey.

PEACE DELEGATES NOW BUSY 


Last Minute Action by Dictator Gives 


N«w Hap* of Success of Mediation. 
Carrahza Representative Likely to 
Be Admitted to Conference Under 
Favorable Terms. 


Washington, June 9.—Despite the 


fact that Huerta, through the Spanish 
ambassador in Washington, officially 
notified the Uulted States that lie 
would not blockade Tamplco, officials 
here -ire forced to believe that the 
Mexican dictator baa again got the 
better of them. 


Navy department officials,said that 


the entire scheme of sending the gun- 
boats to Tamplco waa a trick on the 
part of Huerta to trap the United 
States Into sending the United States 
ships Tacoma and Sacramento with 
them. 


Then at the last moment the block- 


ade order officially announced was 
rescinded without giving reasons for 
BO doing./ The administration was 
jubilant over the receipt of this news 
until it was pointed out that the con- 
tinuance of the mediation proceedings 
at Niagara Falls was by no means as- 
sured. 


Had it been necessary for the Unit- 


ed States to use force or the presence 
of a preponderant force to insure the 
landing of the arms from the steamer 
Antllla, due at Tampico Wednesday, 
it would have been a violation of the 
armfstice between the Huerta and the 
United States governments and would 
have completely disrupted the nego- 
tiations at Niagara Falls. 


It was pointed out to administration 


officials, though, that the continued 
presence with the federal gunboats of 
the United Stutes ships on their cruise 
from Puerto Mexico to Tampico could 
be construed as an unfriendly act, in 
rlew of the announcement of the 
United States that Tampico would be 
maintained by them as an open port 


Administration Relieved. 


Following the announcement official 


Washington enjoyed considerable re- 
lief. It had seemed almost inevitable 
that an armed clash would occur be- 
tween the federal ships and the Maj-o 
squadron, which would unquestionably 
destroy all hopes of peace through 
mediation. 


From the activity shown by the me- 


didators In bringing Huerta to terms 
it Is evident that they are determined 
to welcome the participation of Car 
ranza in the Niagara Falls conferences 
on almost any terms that the latter 
chooses to dictate. Consequently, re 
gnrdless of the preliminary assurances 
which passed between the mediators. 
the United States and Huerta to the 
effect that efforts would be made to 
arrange an armistice, it seems now al 
most certain that if Carran^a specifies 
that there shall be no armistice as be- 
tween the federals and revolutionists 
no attempt will be made to force him 
to agree to one. In the same way it 
would seem that the mediators are 
prepared to accept his specifications 
that there shall be no definite agree- 
ments regarding the solution of Mex- 
ico's Intel nal affairs. 


It is uon assumed that the furthest 


the mediators will attempt to go in 
this direction is to "suggest" to the 
future government of Mexico the ne- 
cessity of carrying out reforms in in- 
ternal administration. 


President Wilson at his conference 


with the newspaper men admitted that 
he had received news of Huerta's 
countermanding of the order for the 
blockade of Tampico He added that 
he could not comment on the "matter.

Judge Bell Monday handed down 


decisions refusing liquor licenses to 
Wood & Figart, at LaJose, E. J. 
Smith and George Mullen, at Gram- 
pian and refusing a rehearing 
to 


Dorsey Griffith and Thomas F. Casey 
at Curwensville. The court also di- 
rected that indictments, charging tE. 
J. Smith and George Mullen, of Gram" 
pian, with alleged violations of law 
be issued, provided the remonstrants 
petitions the district attorney to take 
such action. Attorney Oscar Mitchell 
will communicate with the remon- 
strants as to what action they desire 
shall be taken. 


The LaJose Case. 


In the case of Wood & Figart, of 


LaJose, the court says: At the origin- 
al hearing of this! case evidence of 
violations of the law was presented, 
and the court deemed a proper one 
for trial at the quarter sessions and 
so directed. 
The case was not heard 


because of the absence of witnesses, 
but at a hearing later the evidence 
showed that sales of liquor had been 
made to minors sales in quantities 
greater than is. permitted to retailers 
and in one case not only a violation 
of the law but a clear intent to evade 
it. Evident intention to either violate 
or evade the law are without excuse. 
This license is refused. 


The Grampian Cases. 


In the cases of E. J. Smith and 


George Mullen both of Grampian, the 
court made similar decisions in both 
cases, as follows: 


And now, June 8, 1914, It is order- 


ed that an indictment charging E. J. 
Smith (and George Mullen) with vio- 
lation of the criminal law of Pennsyl- 
vania by selling liquor to 
men of 


known intemperate habits and to men 
visibly affected by intoxicating 
li- 


quor, shall be presented to the grand 
jury at the September session, 1914, 
if request so to do is made of the dis- 
trict attorney or attorney of record. 


The Curwensville Cases. 


The court's decision in the Curwens 


ville cases embraces both Dorsey Grif 
fith and Thomas F. Casey, the appli- 
cants for a rehearing of their peti- 
tions for license. Among other things 
the court says: 


The hearings in these cases closed 


on February 27, evidence of the man-j 
ner in which liquor was sold being 
taken. 
Very strong remonstrances 


were filed against these applicants by 
citizens, alleging no necessity for a 
liquor license in the town. Griffith 
presented nothing but his formal peti- 
tion. 
On March the court refused 


the license. On April 6 the petitioner 
filed petition for a reconsideration 
and presented it to the court, and also 
a petition signed by 305 persons, citi- 
zens of Curwensville, and by 190 non- 
residents. 


Of the 305 signers of the petition 


69 are not on the registry list of the 
borough. They may be electors, but 
the proportion is remarkable 
and 


bears strongly on their knowledge of 
the past and present conditions. 
Of 


the 190 names of non-residents there 
are a few duplicate signatures, 37 
are of persons remote from the lo- 
cality and 91 are also signers for a 
rehearing of the petition of Thomas 
F. Casey. 
• 


About Equaly Divided. 


The court has examined the papers 


and finds that 209 registered voters 
signed the remonstrances, of which 
21 ask to withdraw as to Griffith, 
leaving 188, and 55 new names were 
added, making 243. The petition of 
Griffith is signed by 236 registered 
voters, and it is noticeable that on the 
petition and remonstrance the names, 
signed as voters but not registered 
are practically equally numbered. 


The Casey petition is signed 
by 


208 registered voters and about the 
sanie number of other persons. In a 
matter of this sort the petitions of 
non-residents can be given but little 
weight. 


The cases were properly decided on 


tbe evidence and the law before the 
court, and having been so decided 


are to be treated as any other judicial 
matter. 


No Decided Scbttaent. 


It cannot be said that them is 


shown any decided sentiment in Cur- 
wensville for or against applicants, 
and on the question of necessity local 
opinion is based more on a desire of 
the parties for or against than upon 
facts. Following the rulings made IB 
other cases where such a division ap- 
pears, these petitions practicaly de- 
feat each, other. 


The intention of the law is that li- 


cense matters shall be heard and end- 
ed. There is nothing in toe act of 
assembly that expressly (rants the 
power to reopen the case. 
Sock pow 


er is denied by the remonstrants, and 
whether it exists or not it should net 
be exercised except where some rea- 
son so to do clearly appears. These 
petitioners ask the court to exe,r- 
cise this extraordinary power on the 
showing of practically equal strength 
among the voters of Curwensvile, 


Opinion, Not Facts. 


Not a single fact is avered in the 
petition of Griffith except the opin- 
ion of the petitioners and their state- 
ments that the conduct of bar has 
been uniformly good. 
The Casey pe- 


tition is somewhat stronger in its 
averments, but nothing 
is 
shown 


which affects the public at large, ex- 
cept that the applicant has permit- 
ted the use by the public of a barn 
and that this is a great convenience. 
It is not the intention of the law that 
licenses shall be granted to enable 
certain accommodations to be furnish 
ed free, and this point, while doubt- 
less having weight with the petition- 
ers, is not a, legal reason for the ac- 
tion prayer for. The burden is upon 
the petitioners to show why these cas 
es should be reopened, and this ques- 
tion is to be dealt with on the same 
lines and under the same rules as ap- 
ply in other judicial decisions. 


Not Swayed by Sentiment. 


Had there been a showing of strong 


local sentiment greatly prepondering 
or had a large proportion of the orig- 
inal remonstrants 
asked that the 


hearing be reopened, the court might 
have been justified in so doing, but as 
the cases stand the petitioners have 
not shown any legal cause to justify 
rehearing. 


With great respect for those citi- 


zens of Curwensville who ask that 
this be done, it must be said that the 
court is not granting or refusing li- 
censes as a matter of personal selec- 
tion, but upon the evidence present- 
ed. Petitioners must be in court and 
they cannot take their chances on the 
decision being against them and then 
come in afterward with a petition for 
a rehearing. 


The applications of Dorsey Griffith 


and Thomas F. Casey for a rehearing 
are refused. 
The application of E. A. Graham for 
a license for the hotel at Mahaffey, 
application for which was refused to 
W. E. Schrader, was heard before 
Judge Bell Monday. The evidence in 
this case was heard and the court re- 
served its decision. The remoatrants 
in this case deny the necessity for an- 
other license at Mahaffey.
